One of the Columns marched at 
the Bottom of the Point of St. Verau, at the Right ot 
the Valley, along the Valley of Fiontronge ; it repafied 
the Brook of Rareyta, formed itfelf into about eight 
Lines of a Battal:on 10 Front, and was followed the fame 
Day by the reit of the Spagiards. The French followed 
on their Left, extending their own Left to La Corbiere, 
a little more backwards than the Front of the Spaniards. 
In this Order the Army was for two Hours under Arms. 
About 11 o’Clock M. de la Moma detached from his 
Right a Body of about 2000 Men; moft of them Gre- 
nadiers and Miquelets, to attack the Heights of Bellin. 
His Orders were executed with Refolurion ; the Sp:- 


till they were received by a Detachment of the Brigade 
of Guibert, fent thither to defend the Eainences and the 
D<icents. After a very lively Encounter, and a very 
brisk Fire, our Traops repulfed them to the Bottom of 
the Mountain, where they pafled the Night under the 
Shelter of the great Woods that hid them from us. At 
the fame time 12 Battering Pieces, placed 3 and 3 to-

60 Men, whom we did not think fit to facrifice, a bare 
Parapet of Fafcines not being able to protect them a- 
gainft the leaft vigorous Attack ; we quitted that wretch- 
ed Poft with fo much more Indifference, as it w.s never 
intended to defend it any longer than for one ree and 
becaufe, by our Situation, the Enemy hazarded his All, 
having penetrated as far as our Centre, whilft we kept 
the Emivences both on ovr Right and Lett ; accordingly 
M. de la Mina did not dare to attempt it. On the nexc 
Day, the fame Detachment which had attacked the 
Mountain of Bellin, having been reinforced with about 
1000 Men, returned to the Charge sgain, but were re- 
ceived with the fime Firmnefs by our Men, who chaled 
them farther down than the Day before, notwithftand- 
ing they held a much brisker and longer Fire. Accord- 
ing to the Report of their Deferters, and by what we 
can judgey thefe two Attacks have coft them upwards 
of soo of their beft Troops. Their main Army was 
under Arms, formed, as the Day before, on two deep 
Columns, expedting only a favourable Moment for at- 
tacking our Centre; making a continual Fire of their 
Artillery, and Carabinecrs, from the Rock of Pont, up- 
on our advanced Batteries, and our Camp on the Lett. 
Whitt our chief Attention was fixed upon taking Care 
of our Left and Centre thus atrac’d, we fiw, on the 
Right, the Brigade of Anjou, confilting of five Batta- 
lions, 1000 Spaniards, and 200 Miquelets, deicencing 
from Rittolaz, who ranged themfelves in order of Battle 
oppofire to our Intrenchments, ready to attack them, 
for above two Hours. Tuis Project, if vigoroully cx- 
ecured, might have been advantageous fo them; becsale

Swelling in his Face, and the Coldnefs of the Wearher, 
kept in the Centre, as the molt important Poft, where 
he was neareft at hand to give his Orders every-where , 
his Prefence augmented the Confidence of the Tioops, 
who being ufed to fee bim at their Head, fhewed on 
incredible Arjour and Bravery. On the oth, the Duy 
pefied without any Thing material, the Enemy beiag 
taken up with fecuring their Cannon with Gabions, and 
to prepare Roads on their Righr, as if they intended to 
carry Artillery that Way, to piay upon our Centre, where 
the King was: But this Moraing, being the roth, we 
had Reafon to judge they were preparing for their Re- 
treat, their Deferters afluring us, that upon the very 
firft Fire of our Artillery, they were thrown into great 
Diforder, and loh many of their Men; that they burne 
the Hut, which the 60 Men upon the Rock at Pont 
bad ratfed to fheiter themfelves, as alfo fome Straw 
which they had broughe together for the Ufe of the 
Camp they inteaded to form; that they faced sbout 
with a Defign, as was conjectured, of forming them- 
felyes fo as to let the Artillery paft, and make a Rear- 
Guard. Accordingly we learn, that atter Midnight they
